Long Discussion Takes Place.

It bas been the 
boast of the bouse that it has business

The fact is the house tied itself up 
early in tin* session by allowing the 
judicial code bill to occupy tin* only 
day set apart for general business, and 
the house has several times refused to 
set aside this code bill.

the business of the session. 
Rut the truth is the bouse is not anx­ 
ious to do business. 
Nearly every day

rum.

When Senatorial Terms End. 
As there are five men serving in the 
senate upon appointment 
by gover­

The 
constitution says that the terms of 
such appointees shall continue until 
the next session of the legislature, 
which shall then fill the vacancies. 
The general construction given to 
the provision is that the appointee 
holds until the legislature elects a 
successor. 
If there should be a dead­ 
lock in the legislature it is assumed 
that the term of the appointee would 
end with the session of tile legislature 
and that tile governor could not ap­ 
point a man to (ill the vacancy. 
W hile the construction is given that 
the appointed senator holds only until 
there is an election, the senate takes 
no cognizance of such an election un­ 
til the certificate of the newly elected 
senator is presented.

end of ten years the wells should be­ 
come the property of Hie town. 
Nor­ 
man accepted the offerk and Abbott 


entered info a partnership with M. L 
Haw orth, a contractor. 
Abbott examined the topography of 
Norman and decided that prospects 
were best near tile site of the present 
railroad station, close to the business 
center of town. 
A t the appointed time 
Abbott appeared on the ground with 
a forked branch of a birch tree. 
Hold­ 
ing the “ water w itch” firmly in his 
two hands, lie moved from place to 
place, w hile a crowd watched 
him. 
Suddenly the birch bent toward the 
earth. 
“ There.” Abbott said, “ we w ill find 
water.” 
To assure himself that no 
mistake had been made lie undertook 
a second survey, and at the same spot 
the birch bent a second time, so vio­ 
lently that some of its bark was tw ist­ 
ed off in the farm er’s hands. 


“ W ater W itch " W as Right. 
Abbott was so jubilant that lie gave 
a bomi at once for tile fulfillm ent of 
his contract. 
H e sunk a well at a cost 
of $4,(KH) and at a depth of 240 feet 
struck a vein of excellent water with 
a flow of 80,000 gallons a day. Another 
well was sunk to a depth of 4<K) feet 
beside the first one and a further daily 
flow of 50,000 gallons obtained. 
Nor­ 
man is using 105,000 gallons a day and 
pays Abbott'* heirs more than $15 a 
day In royalties. 
Tho wells become 
the property of the town in about two 
years and a half. 
The full capacity of the wells lias 
never been tested. 
Neither drought 
nor flood changes the level at which 
the w ater stands, nor has the heaviest 
pumping shown any diminution in the 
supply. 
The w ater is very ccid.

City water in Minneapolis is “ h ard ­ 
er" than ever before, according to 
Dr. J. F. Corbett, that city’s bacter­ 
iologist. 
“ Th** high alkalinity is attrib uted to 
the low stage of water in the river,” 
said 
Dr. 
Corbett. 
“ Recent 
tests 
have shown alkalinity of 215 as com­ 
pared with I BO. t he maximum aver­ 
age in Ja n u ary in former years, and 
120 in the summ er months. 
I have 
heard complaints of clogged 
water 
fronts and an increase of boiler scale 
trouble and some people have a t tr i­ 
buted the cause to the hypochloride 
used to purify the water. 
This is ab­ 
surd because but one part of hypo- 
chloride is used to a million of water. 
The real cause is the alkalinity of the 
water, 215 parts to a million.”

W hile 1910 w as not a record y ear in 
th** am o u n t given, tin* n u m b e r of giv­ 
ers exceeded those of fo rm er years, 
an d th ere w as a w ider ran g e of re 
cipients. 
Tim total benefactions w ere 
$150,000,000, w hich exceeds th e y ear 
1908 by $80,OOO,(HW, b ut falls sh ort of 
19<t9 by $.‘>0,000,000. 
Educational en- 
terprises have been th** m ost popular 
m ethod for the distribution of this 
money. 
H ospitals and the c are of the 
blind, aged and cripple*! c a m e next, 
w ith gifts for religious w orks a clos*;
